Insects Tha t Help Ma nkind. 
One of th e great sources of loss in 
wh eat growing h as been due to th e 
injurious activ ities of th e wh eat-midge, 
wh ich feeds on th e grain, and, if un- 
molested by its natural insect enemies, 
would soon reduce our wh eat crops to 
th e v anish ing point. 
But sev eral of 
our friendly insects keep th e midge 
in restraint, <*ie being th e rav enous 
two-winged flies wh ich seize and carry 
away th e midge, and suck o*t its 
juices. 
Its most powerful foe, h ow­ 
ev er, is th e parasite th at liv es on th e 
midge—a small, black fly, somewh at 
resembling th e ant. Th e young of th ese 
four-winged ilies liv e on th e larv ae 
and eggs of th e midge. 
As th e midge 
increases in number, th ese parasites 
also increase, for th ey depend f°r a 
liv ing on th e midge, and tin* more 
midges th ere are th e more parasites 
th ere are on h and to eat th em up.

Kelso 
takes the total cost of policing and 
shows by figures that 59 per cent of 
the arrests made were for drunken­ 
ness. 
Therefore he charges up half 
the cost of the police to liquor. 
For the courts he deducts the fines 
they have collected from their cost 
and then takes 70 per cent of the to­ 
tal spent on criminal cases as 
the 
cost of liquor. 
He asserts that 65 
per cent of those lodged in jail, ex­ 
cepting tramps and vagrants, as in 
the case of the courts, got. there 
through drink. 
So he takes one-half 
of the cost of the jails and the houses 
of correction. In like manner he goes 
through the entire list.—Chicago Her­ 
ald.

Arguing that a vast majority of the 
people esteem alcoholic beverages es- j 
sential to their health and happiness, I 
the liquor interests are saying that 
the government has no right to stop 
supplying the demand for them. 
The 
weak point in thi< charge is that it is 
based upon false premises. Those who 
advance such argument will, of course, 
have to admit that the citizens of the 
fouri«-en states which have constitu­ 
tional prohibition favor that policy of 
dealing with the drink traffic, and that 
ns to the thirteen states dry by statute 
it is reasonable to suppose that the 
law would not have been enacted if 
public sentiment had been against it. 
In all of the remaining wet states 
ther«» is so large an element for pro­ 
hibition that the question is constantly 
before the people in state, county or 
local elections. 
Be that as it may, the people of the 
states whose legislatures meet in 3919 
will have an opportunity to giv«» ex­ 
pression to their desire for ratification 
of the federal 
amendment through 
their votes for members of those leg­ 
islatures. Thus a vast army of people 
whose rights the liquorites insist are 
being invaded will he amply protected.

Barley flour makes excellent bread 
and barley mush is a splended break­ 
fast food. 
The country needs the bar­ 
ley that is being rotted to make beer. 
The following recipes are offered to 
those who do not know how to use 
barley flour to make barley flour and 
wheat flour bread: 


Five cupfuls w heat flour. 
One cupiul barley flour. 
(Above flour sifted together.) 
One cupful scalded milk. 
One cupful w ater. 
One tablespoonful shortening. 
Two tablespoonfuls sugar. 
Two teaspoonfuls salt. 
One rak e < om pressed yeast, dissolved In 
one-quarter cupful lukewarm w ater. 


Place the sugar, salt and shortening 
in the mixing bowl and pour in the 
scalded milk and water. 
When cooled 
to lukewarm nd«l the dissolved yeast, 
then stir iu the flour previously sifted 
together, and when thoroughly mixed 
place on breadboard and knead until 
smooth and elastic, adding a little flour 
from time to time if necessary; then 
place in a greased howl, cover and let 
rise in a warm place until light (about 
two and a half hours). 
Knead it down 
in the howl and allow it to stand until 
light, which will require about one 
h«*ur. 
Knead down an«l let stand for 
20 minutes, then mold 
in to 
loaves, 
place in greased pans and let rise until 
light. 
Bake well in a moderate oven. 
If it is preferred to set overnight, 
use only one-half compressed yeast 
cake or one dry yea-t cake and an ex­ 
tra one-half 
teaspoonful 
of 
salt.— 
Union Signal.

Real estate in Los Angeles expert* I 
enced an unexpected boom, when on 
April 1 the city passed under the dry 
regime. 
Before the real estate offices 
closed for the day, more than a score 
of the liquor shops were rented for 
other purposes, and there was a heavy 
demand for choice locations in 
the 
downtown section, especially for the 
corners formerly used for saloons. The 
manager of the rental department of 
on«» large real «»state firm said: 
“Of the fifteen saloon properties list­ 
ed with us we had five rented before 
noon and negotiations were on for th«» 
renting of five others before the close 
of the business «lay. 
“We could have rented a great many 
of the saloons a month ago had not 
th«» owners desired to hold onto them 
in the li«»pe they would win their fight 
In the courts. 
“There has been very little reduc­ 
tion in the rents. 
The passing of th« 
saloons will bring a healthy business 
condition to Los Angeles.”—The Ex­ 
aminer (Los Angeles).

Riding on tlie street car rec«'ntly, I 
read the Fortieth Psalm two or three 
times through, and 
this 
is 
what 
it 
taught me. 
This 
psalm is evidently 
a« epitome of Da­ 
vid’s life, or pos­ 
sibly a 
s i n g l e 
chapter in his his­ 
tory which is not 
yet,concluded. 
In 
either case, it is a 
good 
illustration 
of Christian expe­ 
rience. It natural­ 
ly divides into five 
parts. 
1. Regeneration. 
Verses 1-3. David 
not only prayed, 
but he waited patiently for the answer. 
Many peopl«» miss the answer because 
they cannot wait God’s time, forgetting 
that he has other people to attend to 
besides them, and that he has hin­ 
drances in his work as well as they. 
On one occasion Daniel prayed three 
full weeks before there was any token 
that God had even heard him. 
Then 
came a messenger from God who told 
him that from the first day that he 
began to pray, God had heard him, but 
thnt the ‘‘Prin«»«» of the kingdom of 
Persia (that is the one who had charge 
of Bat all’s forces in Persia), had with­ 
stood him one and twenty days,” hut 
finally he had broken through his 
ranks, and was there to answer Dnn- 
iel’s prayer. 
Remember that patient 
waiting is just as important as pray­ 
ing. 
David’s patient waiting was well re- 
warded, for God did four things for 
him: (a) He brought him up out of 
a horrible pit, that is out of a con­ 
dition of despair and doubt; (h) he 
set his feet upon the solid rock of as­ 
surance; (c) he sot him going in the 
way of Christian service; (d) he put 
a song of praise into his mouth—ail 
sure signs of a regenerate heart, and 
every such lift* Is a mighty testimony 
to God’s redeeming power. 
More than sixty years ago George 
Muller of Bristol Orphanage, England, 
began to pray for a group of five 
fri«»iuls. 
Aft« r five years on«» of them 
« nine to Christ. 
Five years liter two 
more were converted. 
He prayed on 
for twenty-five years and the fourth 
man was saved. For tlit* fifth he prayed 
until death, often expressing full con- 
fldence that he too would be brought 
to Christ eventually, “because.” as he 
said, “my life so far as I know is 
right in God’s sight; I am praying for 
something which i" according to God’s 
word, and I believe according to God’s 
will, and 1 am praying ih faith, be- 
li«*ving that God will fulfill his prom­ 
ises. 
2. Reflection. 
Verses 4-5. 
From his 
own experience, David reasons that 
any man who puts his trust in God 
w ill.be similarly blessed, and then his 
thoughts reach out to the wonderful 
works which God has done for his chil­ 
dren. ami his more wonderful thoughts, 
which have not yet been put into ac­ 
tion. 
3. Consecration. 
Verses 7-9. 
An 
hour's honest reflection on what God 
lias done for us, is pretty sure to lead 
to a whole-hearted surrender to him. 
It is not sacrifice or even service that 
God desires so much as ourselves. The 
best return we can make to him is that 
which David made: 
‘‘Lor«i h« re ain L 
I delight to do thy will, O my God.” 
4. Expression. 
Verses 9-10. 
Any 
one who thinks he has a good thing, 
naturally likes to taik about it, and a 
genuine Christian experience is sure 
to find expression in testimony. David 
did not hide God’s goodness and right­ 
eousness in his own heart, but boldly 
and persistently proclaimed it to oth­ 
ers. 
“Let the redeemed of the Lord 
say so.” 
5. Petition. 
Verses 11-17. 
Because 
David had given himself wholly to 
God, he felt free to call upon God to 
help him, not in the sense that he had 
earned a reward, but with the confi­ 
dence of a surrendered life, which has 
no hesitation In asking God for any­ 
thing it needs, because it knows that 
it would gladly render unto him any 
service or sacrifice that he might de­ 
sire. 
David is evidently in sore trouble, 
for he says, “Innumerable evils have 
compassed me about.” 
If it be said 
that this does not harmonize with the 
early part of the psalm, which is so 
hopeful and jubilant, let it be remem­ 
bered that changes in life come often 
very suddenly, and mqst of us live un­ 
der “April skies, and not unclouded 
blue.” 
No one is so fully delivered 
from trials anc^ testings as to be for­ 
ever exempt. 
Furthermore it is not so much out­ 
ward trials that trouble David as the 
consciousness of hfs own shortcomings. 
“Mine iniquities have taken hold up«m 
me so that I. am not able to look up.” 
A believer may he wholly delivered 
from the guilt of sin, and largely from 
the power of sin, but there can he no 
deliverance from the presence of sin 
until Jesus comes to set us free. Hence 
we should expect trials until that time, 
but we should also expect deliverance. 
“In the world ye shall have tribula­ 
tion, but be of good cheer. I have over­ 
come the worlcL”
